Theſe and other Authorities, together with the Name itfelf, 
which plainly appears to be Norman, ſufficiently evince the great - 
Antiquity of this Family in England: Yet the firſt of them I

Regis, in Com. Glouceſter; and by the Death of Jaan, his 
Grandfather's ſecond Wife, in 28 Hen. VI. came to poſſeſs the 
Manor of Milcote, (which ſhe held during Life) and thereupon 
made that Seat his Refidence. But before this he was * choſe 


one of the Knights for Gloucęſterſpire, in 2 Hen. V. and in four 


other Parliaments, viz. from the Laſt of Henry the Fifth, to the 
Thirteenth of Henry the Sixth. And after reſiding in War- 
wickſhire », he was in the Commiſſion of the. Peace for that 
County, and * Sheriff of that and Leiceſterſbire in 1 Edw.

In 5 Edw. IV. 7 he had the Honour of Knighthood conferred 


on him; and in 13 Edw. IV. * had Livery of the Lands de- 
ſcended to him by the Death of his Mother. The fame Year 
he was Sheriff of Warwickſhire and Leiceſterſhire, as alſo a 
third Time, in 17 Edw. IV. He bore the fame Arms as his Fa-

© Ardene. The Wife of the which Syr Giles was named Phil- 
lip, and ſhe likewiſe was a Woman borne to fair Landes.

that the Poſſeſſions of Giles and Phillip deſcended onto Lewys

of Draiton. In conſequence of this Marriage, Lodowick ſet- 
tled at Drayton, the Seat of that ancient Family, and being poſ- 


ſeſſed of the whole, or the largeſt Part of that rich Inheritance, 
raiſed this Branch of the Family of Grevills to ſo eminent a 
Degree, that Leland (as we mentioned before) ſays, they were 


once poſſeſſed of 3300 Marks per Annum. An immenſe Eſtate 
in thoſe Days. The ſame Author adds , © Gravilles of Drayton 


© claime to be Heyres to the Lord Denham.“ This Claim has 
probably been founded on the Rights of the Houſe of Ardene: 
But as that ancient Family has lain fo long extinguiſhed in the 
Male Line, we cannot with Certainty now pretend to clear up 
that Point. Leland 4 is farther ſo particular, as to give an Ac- 
count how this great Eſtate, by the Fraud of one Somerton, (to 
whom it came to be bequeathed in Truſt, without a proper De- 


claration of Uſes) and by the Extravagance of the Grandfather 
of the Grevill of Draiton, then living, (in the Time of King

Which Edward was in the Commiſſion of the Peace for War- 
ꝛbicſſhire in 1 Hen. VIII. and having been, in 5 Hen. VIII. at the 
Sieges of Teroven and Tournay, and the Battle that enſued, called 
by our Hiſtorians the Battle of Spurs, from the Swiftneſs of the 
French in running away n, He received the Honour of Knight- 
hood on the 13th of O#0ber, for his valiant Behaviour. In 12 
Hen. VIII. he was one of the Knights * appointed to attend 
the King and Queen to Canterbury, and from thence to Calais, 
and Guiſnes, to the Meeting of the French King; every one of 
that Degree having a Chaplain, eleven Servants, and eight Horſes. 
In 13 Hen. VIII. he obtained the Wardſhip of Elizabeth, one 
of the Daughters and Coheirs, and at laſt the ſole Heir of 
Edward Willoughby, the only Son of Robert Lord Brooke ; a 
Grant, which, in its Conſequences, greatly contributed to ag- 
grandize his Family, as will appear from what afterwards fol- 
lows. He married Anne, Daughter of John Denton, of Amerſ- 
den in the County of Bucks , by whom he had four Sons, viz. 
* his eldeſt Son and Heir; Fult, his ſecond Son, of whoſe 
oſterity I am principally to treat; and Thomas and Edward, who 
died without Iſſue. He departed this Life in 20 Hen. VIII. and 
was buried in St. Ann?'s Chapel, in the Church of Meſton upon 
Avon, according to the Appointment of his Will. . 
This Fohn Grevill of Milcote and Drayton, his eldeſt Son, was 
one of the Knights for the County of Warwick, in 30 Hen. VIII.

and being knighted at the Coronation of King Edward VI. died 
on the 25th of November, the Vear following, leaving by his 
Wife Elizabeth, the Daughter of John Spencer, of Hodnet, Eſq; 
an only Son, Edward, who was afterwards knighted. 

Which Sir Edward Grevill, of Milcote ?, married the Daugh- 
ter and Coheir of Y/illiam MWillington, by whom he had an only 
Son, Lodotuick; who likewiſe left an only Son, Edward, who 
was knighted. This Sir Edward Grevill, of Milcote , married 


the Daughter of Sir Thomas Bromley, Chancellor of England, by 


whom he had two Daughters: But being much involved in Debt, 
with the Conſent of Sir Arthur Ingram, who married one of his 
aughters) he ſold his whole Eſtate to Lionell Cranfield, Earl 


of Middleſex. And thus the elder Branch of the Family, the 


Grevills of Milcote, came to be extint. | 

I now return to PFulke, ſecond Son to Sir Edward Grevill, 
and Brother to Sir John Grevill aforeſaid, This Fulke had 
for Wife Elizabeth beforementioned, the Ward of his Fa- 
ther, one of the greateſt Heireſſes then in England, and by her 


had a numerous Iſſue. Before I treat of the Offspring of this 


Marriage, it may not be improper to give a particular Account 
of the Deſcent of this Lady, from whom this Family of the 
Greviles inherited a very large Eftate, and partook of the nobleſt 


Blood in England. She was not only ſole Heir of the Family 


of Willoughby of Brooke, by her Father, but by her Grandmo- 


ther was deſcended from the old Earls of Warwick, and was 


Heir to one of the moſt conſiderable Branches of that illuſtrious 
ph I ſhall therefore go back to the Time when the Family 
of H/arwick flouriſhed. To render the Digreſſion entertaining to 
the curious Reader, and to throw more of Light upon the Subject 
in Hand, I ſhall begin with a ſhort Hiſtorical Review of the old 
Earls of JYarwick, ſo well known in Englih Hiſtory. In this 
Family, which gave a Succeſſion of Earls for upwards of four 
hundred Years, and fell at laſt by its own Weight, the Reader 


will have a remarkable Inſtance of the Dignity, Wealth and Power 


of the ancient Engliſb Nobility, as well as of the Uncertainty of 
human Grandeur. 1 | | 

William the Conqueror, having fortified the Town of Var— 
wick with a Ditch and Gates, and built, or rather enlarged and 
ſtrengthened the Caſtle, committed the Cuſtody of that ſtrong 
Place to Henry de Newburgh, (younger Son to Roger de Bello- 
mont, Earl of Mellent) ſo called from the Caſtle of Newburgh 
in Normandy, the Place of his Birth. The ſame King, towards 
the End of his Reign, advanced this Henry to the Dignity of 
Earl of F/arwick, and to the Earldom and Caſtle annexed the 
Manor of Warwick, which was then in the Crown, and in-

cluded the Royalty of the Borough. Soon after the Death of the 
Conqueror, William Rufus, his Succeſſor, enriched this new 


created Earl with the whole Inheritance of Turchil de Warwick, 


who had large Poſſeſſions in this and in other Counties, and at 
the Time of the Conqueſt bore the Title of Earl of JYarwick, 


though he was but in the Nature of Deputy, or Lieutenant hete, 


to the Earl of Mercia. The Bear and Ragged Staff (which 
had been the Device or Enſign of Turchil's Family, from before 
the Time of his Anceſtor, Guy Earl of Warwick, ſo famous 
for his Feats of Chivalry in the Time of the Saxons) was, on the 


Grant of this Inheritance, aſſumed by the new Earl, as the En- 


ſign likewiſe of his Family; and hence it became the remark- 
able Badge of the ſucceſſive Earls of /arwick, through the Lines 
of Newburgh, Beauchamp, Nevil, Plantagenet, and Dudley ; and 
when Supporters came in uſe, was in that Shape added to their 
Arms. In the Reign of Henry the Firſt, this Henry Earl of War- 
wick, in Imitation of that King, (who made a Park at Mood- 
flock, the firſt that ever was in England) began making Wedgenock 
Park, about two Miles from his Caſtle at Farwick : Whether 
it was finiſhed by himſelf, or his Succeſſors, is not certain, but 
he was ſoon imitated in this Piece of Magnificence by others ; 
and hence the Waſte of Lands for Parks became ſo frequent in 
after Ages, among the Nobility in England. The ſame Earl 
founded the Priory at Hartwich, for the Canons of the Order 
of the Holy Sepulchre. He died in the 23d of King Henry J. 
1123, leaving by Margaret his Wife, Daughter to Rotrode Earl

| —_ He perfected the Foundation of the Priory begun by 


his Father, and founded the Collegiate Church of our Lady at 
Warwick ; as alſo the Hoſpital of St. Michael for Lepers, and 
the Houſe of the 'Templers beyond the Bridge. "This Earl hav- 


ing married Gundred, Daughter to William Earl TYarren, died in 


the 18th of King Stephen, 1152, leaving three Sons, of whom 


William and Malleran, the two Eldeſt, were ſucceſſively Earls of 
IVarwick, . 


IWilliam Earl of JVarwick diſtinguiſhed himſelf chiefly by his 


pious Donations. He founded two Hoſpitals in /Farwick, the 


one of St. John, the other of St. Thomas; and having built a 


new Church for the Templers there, beſtowed upon them the 
Manor of Shircburne, and other Lands, in the County of Var. 
wick, he died in the IIa Land, in the 3oth of King Henry Il.

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11843 and having been twice married, but leaving no Ifſue, was 
ſucceeded by his Brother Waleran. 

Waleran Earl of Warwick was likewiſe twice married, and 
departing this Life in the 6th of King John, 1205, left two Sons 
and two Daughters, viz. Henry, who ſuccceded him, and Va- 
leran, who died without Iſſue; Alice, who became the Wife of 
William Mauduit, Baron of Hanſlape in the kgs, of Bucs, 
and Chamberlain to the King, in his Exchequer, by Inheritance; 
and Gundred, his youngeſt Daughter, who was brought up a Nun 
in the Abbey of Pinley. | „ 

Henry Earl of Warwick adhered to King John, and King 
Henry the Third, in their Wars with the Barons; notwithſtand- . 
ing that King John, during the Minority of this Earl, had given 
the Seigniority of Gower in Males, Part of the Inheritance of 
the Y/arwick Family, to William de Brasſe, concerning which 
the ſucceeding Earls had great Diſputes. This Henry died in 
the 13th of King Henry III. 1229, leaving by his Wife Mar- 
gery, the eldeſt of the Siſters and Coheirs of Henry D'Otly, of 
Hoke Norton in the County of Oxford, one Son and one Daugh- 
ter, viz. Themas, who ſucceeded his Father in the Earldom, and 
Margery, who afterwards became Heir to her Brother. | 

Thomas was of full Age when his Father dicd, and that Year 
had Livery of his Lands; but it appears * that he had not Sei- 
zin of the Earldom till four Years after: For at II Hitſontide (17 
Hen. III.) the King then keeping his Feſtival at Glocefter, he 
was girt with the Sword of Knighthood, with Reger Brgat, Earl 
of Norfolk, and Hugh de Vere, Earl of Oxferd. And ſoon at- 
ter the King's Precept (bearing Date at Tew#e/oury 24 Huy, the 
ſame Year) came to the Sheriff of the County, in theſe Terms:

Thomas married Ela, Daughter to Hilliam Longeſhe, Earl of Sa- 
lifbury, but died in the 20th of King Henry III. 1242, without 
Iſſue, leaving his Siſter Margery Heir to the Earldom. 5 
Margery had been married in the Lifetime of her Brother to 
Fohn Mareſchal, of the Family of the Earls of Pembrete ; and 
after his Death was by the ſpecial Appointment of King Hang 
the Third married to Y d Pl:/ots, the King's particular Fa- 
vourite, who in Right of his Wife * took upon him the Title of Earl 
of IFarwick for Life. But the dying without Children by either of 
her Huſbands, the Inheritance of the Family went to the litue of 
her Aunt Alice, Daughter to I aller Earl of J/arwwick, who had 
been married to Milliam Mauduit, Baron of Hanſſape, and by 
him left a Son and a Daughter, J#7!liam Mauduit, and Jb.

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Upon the Death therefore of John de Pleſſets (47 Hen. III.) 
this William Mauduit Baron of Hanſlape, and now Earl of 
Warwick , had Livery of the Caſtle and Manor of Warwick, 
with all the other Manors and Lands belonging to the Family. 
He adhered to King Henry the Third in the War with the Ba- 
rons, and had the Misfortune to be ſurpriſed at his Caſtle at Mar- 
wick; by John Giffard Governor of Kenilworth Caſtle, on the 
Part of the Barons, who demoliſhed the Walls of his Caſtle 


from Tower to Tower, and carried him and his Counteſs (Alice | 


Daughter of Gilbert de Segrave) Priſoners to Kenilworth, and 


_ afterwards obliged him to pay nineteen hundred Marks for his 
Ranſom. He died without Iſſue in the 52d of King Henry III. 
1267, leaving {/abcl his Siſter Heir to the Family. _— 


I abel, during the Life of her Brother, was married to 


William de Beauchamp, eldeſt Son and. Heir of the great and 
ancient Family of the Beauchamps, Barons of Elmliy, in the 


County of H/arce/ter. In the time of King Henry I. this Family, 
which was in itſelf then very conſiderable, received a great Ac- 
ceſhon of Wealth and Power, by the Marriage of Walter de 
Beauchamp, one of the Anceſtors of this William, with Emelina 
ſole Daughter and Heir to Urſo de Abitot; who in the time of 
William'the C:nquerer, was hereditary Conſtable of the Caſtle of 
Worceſter, hereditary Sheriff, and held great Poſſeſſions in that 
County, and to whom Robert le Deſpenſer (Steward to the King) 
the Progenitor of the famous Family of the Deſpenſers, was 


Brother. By the Marriage of William de Beauchamp (the lineal 


Deſcendant of this Walter and Emilina) with this Iſabel, the 


illuſtrious Line of Beauchamp, together with their own original 


Inheritance, and that of the Family of Ly, was introduced into 


the Family of Varwéick. From this remarkable Period, the 


Warwick Family, which was before very conſiderable, roſe 


through a ſeries of ſucceſſive great Men, the Earls of this Line, 
to ſuch a pitch of Grandeur, that they became at laſt almoſt 


too great for Subjects. | 5 
Upon the Death of her Brother, Jſabel became Counteſs of 
Warwick in her on Right, but having before that time entered 
into a Holy State of Life, in the Nunnery of Co#eh:ill, which the 
herſelf had founded, ſhe did not take upon herſelf the Title; 
neither did William her Huſband, according to the Cuſtom of 
thoſe Times, aſſume the Title of Earl; wherefore their eldeſt 


Son, William de Beauchamp had the Title of Earl of Warwick, 


while his Parents were yet alive. William, the Father, died in 
the 54th of ng Henry III. 1269: But when Iſabel died does 


not appear. Beſides William de Beauchamp Earl of J/arwick, 


they left three other Sons, viz. Walter de Beauchamp of Alceſter, 


(of Whoſe Iſſue I ſhall particularly treat; as Sir Fulk Grevile, the 


firſt Lord Brooke, was by Elizabeth the Heireſs abovementioned

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lineally deſcended of him, and from him inherited the Manor of 
Alceſter.) John de Beauchamp of Holt, Anceſtor of the Lord 
Beauchamp of Kydermyſter ; x Toa de Beauchamp, who left no 
Iſſue, and two Daughters. | 5 
William de Beauchamp was in Right of his Mother, Earl of 
Warwick, Baron of . and Chamberlain to the King in 
his Exchequer; and in Right of his Father, Baron of Elmley, 
hereditary Conſtable of the Caſtle of Morceſter, and hereditary 
Sheriff of that County. He diſtinguiſned himſelf among the 
great Men of his Time, by the eminent Services he rendered the 
Crown; having been almoſt conſtantly in Employments civil or 


military, under Edward the Firſt, for twenty-ſix Years of the 


Reign of that King. In 2 Edw. I. he was ſent, with other 
great Lords to the Borders of Wales, to hear and redreſs the 
Wrongs and Treſpaſſes committed in thoſe Parts, contrary to the 
form of Peace, which had been concluded between King Henry 
the Third and Leweline Prince of J/ales. And in 4 Edw. I. 
was made Captain General of all the King's Forces in Cheſhire 
and Lancaſhire, for the Defence of thoſe Counties againſt the 
Incurſions of the MWelcb. Upon ſundry Occaſions he aſſiſted in 
Perſon in King Edward's Wars againſt this Principality, and did 
ſingular Service; particularly in 23 Edu. I. when by Stratagem 


he routed a ſtrong Body of the Molch near Montgomery, He 


likewiſe ſerved the King in his Wars in Scotland, and with Fehr 
Earl of Surry in 24 Edw. I. defeated the whole Scotch Army at 
Dunbar, and took the Town. In the Year following he was 
ſummoned to attend the King into Flanders; but upon farther 
Confideration was left behind, and made one of the Governors 
of Prince Edward, then a Minor, whom the King had conſti- 
tuted his Lieutenant during his Abſence. Before the end of the 
ſame Year he was appointed to march with Prince Edward, 
againſt the Scotch + But it does not appear that either the Prince, 
or the Earl of J/arwick went upon that Expedition, which proved 


extremely unfortunate : For through the Miſconduct of the 


Engliſh Generals, as well as by the Valour and military Skill of

* moſt totally deſtroyed in Scotland In the 26th of King Edit ard the 


Iſt, 1298, he died, leaving by Maud his Wife (who was the eldeſt 
of the Daughters and Heirs of Richard Fitz- John, Son of John 
Fitz-Geffrey Juſtice of Ireland) one Son, Gry, ſo named in 
Honour of the famous Guy Earl of J/arwwict, in the Time of the 
Saxons, and five Daughters. | 10 

Cuy de Beauchamp Earl of J/arwick, in the ſame Year that 
his Father died, attended the King into Scotland, and aſſiſted at 
the famous Battle of Falkir+, where he behaved ſo well, that in 
Reward of his Conduct and Valour, the King gave him all the 


— Caſtles and Lands of . de Mowbray lying in that King- 


dom, excepting the Lordſhip of Ot:ford and Rexbirough : Like- 
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wiſe all the Lands of John de Strivelin, with the Caſtle of Amesfeld, 
and the Lands of Drungrey. He was ſent into Scotland at ſundry 
other times during this Reign, and in Conſideration of his many 
and great Services obtained (35 Edw. I.) a Grant to himſelf and 
his Heirs, of Bernard Caſtle in the Biſhoprick of Durham; to- 
gether with that whole Town and Lordſhip; as alſo of the 
Manors of Middleton, Gainsford, and ſundry other Lands in that 
Biſhoprick, part of the Poſſeſſions of ohn de Baliol, then the 
King's Enemy and Rebel. In this Year King Edward lying 


on his Death-Bed, at Burgh upon the Sands, in . Cumberland, 
called diverſe of his Nobility to him, among whom was this Earl 
uh, and defired them to be faithful to his Son, and not to ſuffer 


Piers Gave/ton to return into England. Wherefore, Gavęſton 
having returned into England, and (5 Edw. II.) having been 


ſeized upon by the Earl of Pembroke and other Barons, who ne- 


vertheleſs agiced to carry him to the King upon amicable Terms; 
the Earl of Warwick with a Body of armed Men, came upon 


them by Surpriſe, took him out of their Hands, and brought 
him to //arwck Caſtle: And having conſulted with thoſe about 
him, what was proper to be done, carried him thence to Elack- 
low Hill, about a Mile to the North of Hartwich, and cut off 
his Head, The King never forgave this: And four Years aſter 
(9 Eiw. II.) the Earl in the Prime of his Life, being then about 


forty Years of Age, ended his Days at Warwick Caſtle, by Poi- 


ſon, as it was generally thought. By Alice his Wife, Daughter 


to Ralph de Tony, of Flamſted in Hertfordſhire, and Heir to Ro- 


lert her Brother, he left two Sons, Thomas, who ſucceeded him, 
and John de Beauchamp, who in the following Reign diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf by many great Exploits both by Land and Sea: He had 
the Honour to carry the Royal Standard at the Battle of C.; 
at ſundry Times was conſtituted Captain at Calais, and Admiral 
of the King's Fleet; was Conſtable of the Tower of London; 


Conſtable of Dover Caſtle, and Warden of the Cinque Ports for 
Life; Admiral of the South, North, and Weſt Seas, and one of 


the Founders of the moſt noble Order of the Garter. He died 
wiihout Children. Beſides theſe two Sons, Earl Guy left five 


Daughters, all honourably married. 


.- Thomas de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, was born at JVarwick 
Cz/Ur, and was but two Years of Age when his Father died. 
f:ugh le Diſpenſer, the great Favourite of Edward the Second, 
ootained the Wardſhip of this great Subject: But afterwards, in 
1 Edt. III. Roger Lord Mortimer had the Cuſtody of HFarwick 
C:/%/:. and all his Lands; and twelve Years after, the Earl mar- 


ried Catharine Mortimer, the Daughter of this Lord. The King, 


out of ſpecial Favour, gave him Livery of his Lands (3 Edw. III.) 
before he was of Age, and in the Year after admitted him to 


the Sheriffship of Morcęeſter, which was his by Inheritance. As 


alto to his hereditary Office of Chamberlain in the Exchequer. 
About 
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About this time he began his military Services, which he carried 
on without Interruption, and with great Renown, to the end of 
his Life. But as the great Actions by which he diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf, during the warlike Reign of King Edward the Third, 
are too numerous to be all particularly related here, I ſhall only 
mention a few of the moſt remarkable. He was one of the 
chief Commanders, who under the black Prince led up the Van 
of the Engliſh Army, in the famous Battle of Cre. And in 
the Battle of Poitiers he fought ſo long and ſo ſtoutly, that his 
Hand was galled with the Exerciſe of his Sword and Battle Ax; 
nor did his Valour there gain him only Renown ; for he himſelf 
having taken William de Melleun, Archbiſhop of Seinz, Priſoner, 
had no leſs than eight thouſand Pounds for his Ranſom ; an im- 
menſe Sum in thoſe Days. In reward of his military Services, 
he was conſtituted Marſhal of England; and had an annual Al- 
lowance of one thouſand Marks out of the King's Exchequer. 
He was likewiſe one of the Founders of the moſt noble Order of 
the Garter. In 37 Edi. III. he attended Prince Edward into 
Gaſcony ; and with a Train of 300 Horſe conſiſting of Knights, 
Eſquires, Archers and Servants, made a Progreſs into remoter 
Parts, where he ſpent three Years in Warring againſt the Infi- 
dels and Pagans, In his Return he brought along with him the 
Son of the King of Lithuania, who was chriſtened at London by 
the Name of Thomas, he himſelf ſtanding Godfather, His Ardor 
for military Atchievements Abroad, did not hinder him from dt- 
ſtinguiſhing himſelf by his Buildings and pious and liberal Dona- 
tions at Home. He rebuilt the Walls of Warwick Caſtle, 
(which in Earl Mauduit's Time had been demoliſhed) adding 
ſtrong Gates, and fortifying the Gateways with imbattled Towers. 
He likewiſe built a Booth Hall in the Market Place of J/ar- 
wick, and made the Town Toll-free. This great Man was 
now of an Age, that might have excuſed him from any farther 
Fatigues in War; yet in the 43d of King Edward III. hearing 
that the Engliſb Army, under the Conduct of the Duke of Lan- 
caſter and Earl of Hereford, lay periſhing with Famine and 
Peſtilence in their Camp near Calais, and yet declined fighting 
with the French, who preſſed them cloſe; old as he then was, 
he got together haſtily ſome choice Tioops, and failing for Ca- 
lais, by his bare Appearance diſperſed the French, and relieved 
the Engliſh Army. Not ſatisfied with this, he purſued them in 
their Retreat, and waſted the Country all round Calais. But 
there this great Man was feized with the Peſtilence, of which he 
died the 13th of November, 1370, being then in the 63d Year of 
his Age. His body was brought over, and buried in the Choir 
of the Collegiate Church in Harwict. By Catharime his Wife 
he had four Sons; Gwy, his eldeſt, who died beſore him, leav-

that he had either Succeſs or Satisfaction in the Exerciſe of his 
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ing three Daughters by Philippa his Wife, D Aide 0 Led 


Ferrers of Groby; Thomas, who ſucceeded him; Reynburne, who 
left Iſſue only one Daughter; and William Lord Bergaveny, who 
married Joan, one of the Siſters and Coheirs of Thomas Earl of 
Arundel, and died leaving a Son Richard, afterwards Earl of 
Wircefter, who, by Iſabel his Wife, (Daughter to Thomas Lord 


Deſpenſer Earl of Glouceſter, and Heir to her Brother Richard) 
left Elizabeth, a ſole Daughter and Heir, who by her Marriage 


with Edward Nevil, a younger Son of Ralph Earl of Weſtmor- 
land, transferred the Barony of Bergaveny into the Newil Family. 


Beſides theſe four Sons, this Earl Thomas had nine Daughters; 
five of whom were married to great Lords, and two to | 


honourable Deſcent ; the other two dying unmarried, 


Thomas de Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, being of the Age of 


twenty-four, obtained Livery of his Lands ſoon after the Death 


of his Father. In 50 Edw. III. he was made Governor of the 


Iſles of Guernſey, Ser ke and Alderney : And in the Year following, 


viz. 1 Nich. Il. was retained by Indenture to ſerve the King in 


his Wars beyond Seas, with two hundred Men at Arms and two 
hundred Archers, having in his Retinue one Banneret, four 
Enights, and one hundred and forty-four Eſquires. Two Years 


afterwards he was choſen Governor to the King then in Minority, 


by the Commons in Parliament, as the Man the beſt qualified 


Employment. For the young King ſoon came to ſhew a turbu- 
lent and untractable Spirit, ſo as not to be managed by any but 
a few young and giddy Favourites; who puſhed him on to all 
manner of Extravagance, and Iniquity ; and brought him even 
to enter into Contrivances, to put to Death the Duke of Glou- 


_ eefter, his own Uncle, and the Earl of Maric his Governor, 


Whereupon theſe two great Lords putting themſelves in Arms in 
their own Defence, conſtrained the King to hold a Parliament 
(11 Rich. II.) in which proper Laws were paſſed for the Security 
of the Kingdom, againſt the Inſolence and Oppreſſion of Fa- 
vourites. Within a Year or two after, the King having aſſem- 
bled his Nobles, told them he was now of Age to govern himſelf 
and the Kingdom ; and thereupon diſcharged ſome of his great 
Officers and old Councellors, among whom was this Thomas 
Earl of J/arwick, | The Earl therefore, being thus diſmiſſed 
from Court, retired to his Caſtle at Warwick ; where he lived 
ſome Years in Quiet, amuſing himſelf with building and other 
Occupations ſuitable to his large Fortune and liberal Spirit. It 
was at that time he built the remarkable Tower at the North 
Eaſt Corner of Warwick Caſtle, which is called Guy's Tower, 
(the Coſt of which amounted to three hundred and ninety-five 
Pounds hive Shillings and two Pence, a large Sum in thoſe Days) 
and the Body of the Collegiate Church of our Lady at war ; 
| | 3530000 oth 
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the King having at laſt, by the Means o 
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both which were finiſhed in the Year 1394 In the mean while 
his wicked Miniſters, 

brought about the Murder of his own Uncle the good Duke of 


Gluceſter, ſought how to free himſelf of this great Earl, who 


notwithſtanding the peaceable and inoffenſive Retirement in which 


he lived, was ſtill an Object of his Reſentment and Jealouſy. 


He therefore invited the Earl to a Feaſt, who, ſuſpecting no 
harm, came in an unguarded manner; there the King ſeized 
him as his Priſoner; the Earl put himſelf upon the Parliament 
for Juſtice; but by that Parliament (21 Rich. II.) he was con- 
demned to loſe his Head, for having been in Arms with the 
Duke of Glouce/ter, againſt the King. That Sentence however 
was remitted, at the Sollicitation of the Earl of Saliſbury; who 


ſaid that the Earl of Marwic had been drawn in by the Duke 


of Glouceſter, and that the Beauchamps had never been guilty of 
Treaſon againſt the Crown of England. The King's Clemency 


extended no farther than to ſpare his Life. The Caſtle and Ma- 
nor of Warwick, with many fair Lordſhips of his Inheritance, 


were granted to Thomas Holland, Earl of Kent, and the Heirs 


Male of his Body, and the reſt of his Lands to others. He himſelf 


was ſent into the % of Man, there to remain a Priſoner for 
Life. But in the ſame Year, he was brought to the Tower of 
London, where he continued, till the Revolution (which ſoon 
afterwards happened) ſet Henry the Fourth on the Throne, and 
reſtored him to his Liberty and Eſtate. This Earl was Knight of 


the moſt noble Order of the Garter. He ſeems to have had a 


particular Veneration for the Memory of the celebrated old Guy 


of Warwick; having given to the Tower he built, the Name of 


Giy's Tower; and leaving to his Son Richard, by his Will, the 
Sword and Coat of Mail of that Champion ; he himſelf having 
received them, as an Heir-lome from his Father. This Earl 
Thomas died in the 2d of King Hen. IV. 1401, in the 55th Year 
of his Age, leaving by Margaret his Wife, (Daughter to Mil. 
liam Lord Ferrers of Groby) one Son, Richard, and two 
Daughters, who died Nuns. He and his Counteſs were bu- 


. ried in the South part of the Collegiate Church of Var- 


wick, 


Richard de Beauchamp, Earl of IVarwick, afterwards Earl of 
Albemarle and Lord Viſcount Liſſe, was one of the moſt emi- 
nent of the Line of Beauchamp. At the Age of Nineteen he 
was made Knight of the Bath, and at Twenty-three, Knight of 
the moſt noble Order of the Garter. In his younger Years he 
acquired immortal Fame by his Chivalry, travelling all over Eu- 
rope, in Queſt of Exploits: Nor was he afterwards leſs renown- 
ed for his Military Conduct and Valour, the Detail of which we 
cannot here undertake. Henry the Fifth was ſo well acquainted - 
with his diſtinguiſhed Merit, that by Will he appointed he ſhould 
have the Tutclage of his Son till the Age of ſixteen ; which, im- 


mediately 
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mediately after the King's Death, was confirmed by Parliament. 
In Conſequence of this he was called from France, (where he 
ſerved as one of the Principal Commanders under the Duke of 
Bedford, Regent of that Kingdom) to take upon him the Go- 
vernment of the young King. But of ſuch Importance was his 
Military Service to the Nation, that after the Death of the Duke 
of Bedford, he was taken from this Employment at Home, 
and ſent Abroad as Regent of France, and Lieutenant-General 
of all the King's Forces in that Realm, and in the Dutchy of 
Normandy. He died at the Caſtle of Roan in Nor mandy, in the 
59th Year of his Age, the 17th of King Henry VI. 1439 ; hav- 
ing by Will ordered, that his Body ſhould be brought over, and 


| depoſited in the Collegiate Church at Warwick, there to remain, 


till the Chapel, which he had appointed to be built adjoining to 
the Church, ſhould be finiſhed ; then his Body to be there bu- 


_ ried, and a ſtately Monument erected; all which was done by 


the Care of his Executors. This Earl was twice married: The 


firſt Wife was Elizabeth, Daughter and Heir to Thomas Lord 


Berkley, Viſcount Liſe, by whom he had three Daughters, Mar- 
garet, Eleanor, and Elizabeth. Margaret, the Eldeſt, born at 
Gocareſt, in Wedgnock Park, in the Year 1403, was married to 
John, the famous Earl of Shrewſbury; by whom (ſhe being his 
ſecond Wife) ſhe had one Son, Fohn Talbot, Lord Viſcount 
Liſle, of whom the Dudleys, Viſcounts Lifſe, and afterwards 


Earls of Warwick, were deſcended. Eleanor, his ſecond Daugh- 


ter, born at //alkinſton in Eſſex, in the Year 1409, was mar- 
ried firſt to Thomas Lord Roos, of which Marriage the Dukes 
of Rutland are deſcended, and afterwards to Edmund Beaufort, 


Marquis of Dorſet and Duke of Somerſet. Iſabel, the youngeſt 
Daughter, born at Warwick-Caftle, was married to George Nev:l, 


Lord Latimer; of which Marriage the J/illoughbies and Greviles, 
Barons of Brooke, the Percies, Earls of Northumberland, and 


ſome other conſiderable: Families, are collaterally deſcended. By 
1/abel, his ſecond Wife, (Daughter to Thomas Lord Deſpenſer, 
Earl of Gloceſter, and Widow to his Couſin Richard de Beau- 
champ, Earl of Morcęſter) he left one Son and one Daughter, 
wiz. Henry, who ſucceeded him, and Arne, of whom we ſhall 


afterwards treat. 


Henry de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, the laſt of that il- 
Iuftrious Family in the Male Line, was little more than fourteen 


Years of Age when his Father died, and lived but to the Age 


of twenty-two; and yet in that ſmall Compaſs of Time, he roſe 
in Honours and Eſtate to a greater Heighth, than any of his Pre- 
deceſſors, or perhaps, than any Subject in England had done be- 
fore. When he was not yet nineteen Years of Age, upon the 
Tender of his Service in Defence of the Dutchy of Aquitaine, 
the King by Charter created him Premier Earl of England; and 
for a Diſtinction between him and other Earls, granted to him, 
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* 


and the Heirs Male of his Body, Leave to wear a Golden Co- 


ronet about his Head in great Feſtivals, as well in his own Pre- 
ſence as elſewhere. And within three Days following, in Con- 
ſideration of the high Deſerts of his noble Father, he advanced 
him to the Title of Duke of Warwick, with Precedence next to 


the Duke of Norfolk, and before the Duke of Buckingham. Af. 


ter this he had a Grant in Reverſion, from the Death of Hum- 
phrey Duke of Glocęſter, of the Iſles of Guernſey, Ferſey, Serke, 
Erme, and Alderney, for the yearly Rent of a Roſe; as alſo of 
the Manor and Hundred of Briſtol, for the yearly Rent of ſixty 
Pounds; and likewiſe of all the King's Caftles and Manors 
within the Foreſt of Dean, for the Rent of one hundred Pounds 


per Annum. After all this, he had the extraordinary Honour 


conferred upon him, of being crowned King of the [fe of Wight 
by the King's own Hand. But this Henry lived, as it were, only 
to receive theſe mighty Honours. He died at Hanley Caſtle in 
Worceſterſhire, (the Place of his Birth) in the 23d of King Henry 
VI. 1445, in the Flower of his Youth ; without having had 
Time or Opportunity of manifeſting fully to the World the 
many Virtues, which he ſeemed to have inherited from his il- 
luftrious Anceſtors. His Body was carried to the Abbey of 


Tewkeſbury, where it lies interred, in the Middle of the Choir, 
at the Head of Prince Edward, Son and Heir to King Henry 


the Sixth. He had been married, when very young, to Cecily, 
Daughter to Richard Nevil, Earl of Saliſbury, by whom he left 


Anne, an only Daughter of two Years of Age, the Heir of 


his Earldom and vaſt Eſtate. This Infant Counteſs was com- 


mitted in Tutelage, firſt to Queen Margaret, and afterwards to 


William de la Pole, Duke of Suffolk; but died at the Age of 
ſix, in the 27th of King Henry the Sixth, 1449, leaving 
Anne her Aunt, Siſter of the full Blood to Duke Henry, Heir 
of the Earldom, and of the great Inheritance of the Family. 
This laſt mentioned Anne d was married, in the Lifetime of 


her Brother, to Richard Neuil, Son and Heir to Richard Earl 
of Saliſbury, who was Son to Ralph Earl of Weſtmorland, by 


Joan, Daughter to Fohn of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter. Up- 
on the Death of the young Counteſs, the King, by Letters Pa- 


tent, confirmed to this Anne, to Richard Nevil her Huſband, . 
during his Life, to the Heirs of this Marriage, and to the 
| Heirs general of this Arne, the Dignity and Title of the Earl- 


don of //arwick, with all the Pre-eminences, with which any 


of their Anceſtors, before the Creation of Duke Henry, had held 


it. | We FEED 

This Richard Newil, now Earl of JWarwick, and afterwards, 
on his Father's Death, Earl of Saliſbury, is he who is ſo well 
known in Eugliſb Hiſtory, by the Title of the Stout Earl of 
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Warwick, the King- maker; a factious, turbulent, and ambitious 


Man. The Power of the Warwicl Family, which had ever be- 
fore been employed to maintain the Honour of the Crown, and 
the Peace and Welfare of the Nation, no ſooner came into 


his Hands, than it began to be exerted in a very different Man- 
ner. Richard finding himſelf of Conſequence enough, to hold 


the Balance of the Families of York and Lancaſter, and purſu- 
ing a Strain of Politicks, which his Predeceſſors, the good 
Beauchamps, would never have approved, rendered England, 
during the Days of his Power, a Scene of conſtant Confuſion 
and Bloodſhed ; and made, or unmade, a King of this, or the 
other Houſe, as it ſuited his Paſſions, or ſerved his Purpoſes. 
And having thus paſſed a great Part of his Life in factious Broils, 


and in inteſtine Wars, deſtructive to his own Family, as well as 


to his Country, he fell in the Battle of Barnet, in the Vear 
1471, which he fought againſt King Edward the Fourth, en- 


deavouring to replace Henry the Sixth upon the Throne, whom 


ſome Vears before he had dethroned. By Anne his Wife he left 
two Daughters, his only Iſſue, whom he married into the Royal 


Family; J1ſabel, the Eldeſt, was married to George Duke of 
Clarence, Brother to King Edward the Fourth; and Anne, the 
Youngeſt, to Edward Prince of Wales, Son to King Henry the 


Sixth, by whom ſhe had no Iſſue; and afterwards to Richard, 


the Cruel Duke of Gloceſter, who had killed the Prince her 
Huſband, in cool Blood, after the Battle of Tewkeſbury ; and who, 


when he became King, poiſoned her, that he might ſecure him- 
ſelf upon the Throne, by marrying the Daughter of the late King 
Edward his Brother. To King Richard, her ſecond Huſband, 
this Anne bore a Son, who died in his Infancy. | 


vaſt Inheritance of the Wartbick Family was taken from her by 


Authority of Parliament, and, as if ſhe had been already dead, 
was given to her two Daughters, her Heirs, {/abel and Anne a- 
forementioned. She herſelf was conſtrained to take Sanctuary 


in the Abbey of Beaulizau in Hampſhire, but afterwards leaving 
that Place privately, ſhe went into the North, where ſhe lived 
ſome Years in a very poor Condition, © In the mean While, 
George Duke of Clarence, who, as is ſaid above, had married 
Jſabel, the eldeſt of the Daughters, was in Right of his Wife 
(12 Edw. IV.) created Earl of Warwick and Saliſbury, He held 
his chief Reſidence at Warwick-Caſtle, and being a great Buil- 
der, began to ſtrengthen and beautify the Place by new Works.

A few Years after the Death of 
this George Duke of Clarence, on the Acceſſion of Henry the Se-

| recalled from her obſcure Retreat, and by the Authority of 
Parliament reinſtated in the Inheritance of her Family. It ap- 


pears however, that this was only in order to transfer it to 
the King : For ſoon after, by her own ſpecial Deed, ſhe paſſed 


the whole Y/arwick Eſtate, amounting to no leſs than one Hun- 


dred and fourteen Lordſhips (of which the firſt, that is mention- 


ed in the Record, is the Manor of FYarwick) together with the 


Iſles of Fer/ſey, Guernſey, Serke, and Alderney, to King Henry the 
Seventh, and the Heirs Male of his Body, the Remainder to her- 


ſelf, the ſaid Counteſs, and her Heirs for ever. 


After; the Death of the Counteſs and her two Daughters, 


Equward and his Siſter Margaret, the only Ifſue of George Duke 


of Clarence, by Iſabel abovementioned, were the laſt of the Plan- 
tagenets, and the only Remains, in the direct Line, of the now 


unfortunate Family of Warwick, Nor were they themſelves 


leſs unfortunate than the reſt of their Family of late had been. 
Edward indeed ſucceeded to the Title of Earl of Wa: wick, but 
he wore it ſtripped of the large Inheritance, with which it had 


before been accompanied ; and while he lived in an abject State 


of Dependance on King Henry the Seventh, was nevertheleſs 
an Object of his Jealouſy, on the Score of his near Relation to 
the Crown. His miſerable Life however was ſhort : For at the 
Ape of twenty-five, he was arraigned on a frivolous Pretence of 
High Treaſon ; and having been, by a Promiſe of Mercy, be- 
trayed into a Confeſſion of what he had not been guilty of, 
was convicted. and ſoon after, in the 15th of King Henry VII. 
1499, was beheaded on Tower-Hi!!. In order to give a Colour 
to ſo unjuſt a Sentence, and more effectually to bar the Claim 
of any who might pretend to be his Heirs, an Attainder was four 
Years afterwards (19 Hen. VII.) paſſed againſt him in Parlia- 
ment. Nevertheleſs, Margaret his Siſter, who was married 
to Sir Richard de la Pole, petitioned the King (5 Hen. VIII.) 
that ſhe might be allowed to inherit the State aud Dignity of 
her Brother, the late Earl of Varwicl, and be ftikd Counteſs

of Saliſbury, Her Petition was granted; and the ſame Year ſhe | 
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obtained Letters Patent for all the Caſtles, Manors and Lands 
of Richard, late Earl of Saliſbury, her Grandfather, which by 


the Attainder of the ſaid Edward, Earl of Warwick, came to 
the Crown. But the Fate that followed the Plantagenets, at laſt 
overtook her. She was attainted of High Treaſon (31 Hen. VIII.) 
and two Years after, in the Year 1541, being then above Se- 
venty, was beheaded in the Tower, By Sir Richard, her Huſ- 
band, ſhe left four Sons and a Daughter. Henry, the Eldeſt, 


had Summons to Parliament (21 Hen. VIII.) by the Title of 
Lord Montague, in reſpe& of his Deſcent from that noble Fa- 


mily by his Mother: But in 30 Hen. VIII. being accuſed of 
High Treaſon, by Sir Gefferey Pole, one of his younger Brothers, 


he was arraigned and convicted at W:/tmin/ter, and in the fame 
Year was beheaded on Tower-Hill. He left Iſſue by Jane his 
Wife (Daughter to George Nevil, Lord Bergaveny) two Daugh- 
ters his Heirs ; Catharine, married to Francis Earl of Hunting- 
ton, of whom the preſent Family of Huntington are deſcended ; 
and Winnifride, married firſt to Sir Thomas Haſtings, Knt. and 
afterwards to Sir Thomas Barrington, Knt. which Daughters, up- 
on their Petition in Parliament (x Mar.) were reſtored in Blood 
and Honour. The three younger Sons of this Margaret Coun- 
teſs of Saliſbury, of whom Cardinal Pole was the youngeſt, 
died without Iſſue, and Urſula, her Daughter, was married to 


Henry Lord Stafford. . : 
After s the Death of Edward Plantagenet, Earl of Warwick, 
the Title lay dormant till the Year 1547, when it was revived in 


favour of John Dudley, Lord Viſcount Liſle, This John Dudley 
was Son to Edmund Dudley, (who ſuffered Death 2 Hen. VIII. for 
his oppreſſive Adminiſtration under King Henry the Seventh) by 


Elizabeth his Wife; which Elizabeth was eldeſt of the Daughters 


and Coheirs of Edward Grey, Viſcount Liſſe, by Elizabeth, the 


Eldeſt of the Daughters and Coheirs of Thomas Talbot, Viſ- 


count Liſle, the Grandſon of John Talbot, Earl of Shrewſbury, 
by Margaret his Wife, the Eldeſt of the Daughters of Richard 
Earl of Warwick. Thus this Fohn Dudley was Heir to the 8 
mily of Liſſe, and in the ſame Line was deſcended from that 


of Warwick; though not next in Blood in this laſt Family, as 
the immediate Deſcendants of the Counteſs of Saliſbury were 


ſtill in Being. He was one of thoſe Court Favourites whom 
Fortune ſeems to take a Pleaſure in exalting, in order to render 


their Fall the greater. In the Year after his Father was be- 
headed he was reſtored in Blood, and in 34 Hen. VIII. was ad- 


vanced to the Title of Lord Viſcount Liſie, and was left by 7 


that King one of his ſixteen Executors. In the firſt Year of 
Edward the Sixth's Reign, he was raiſed to the Title and Dig- 
nity of Earl of J/arwick, and thereupon had a Grant of Var-

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. wick-Caftle, Medgenoct Park, the Manor, and divers other 
great Lordſhips and Lands in that County. He was afterwards 
created Duke of Northumberland, and married his Son, Gurlford 
Dudley, to Lady Fane Grey, Niece to King Henry the * ; 


but attempting to raiſe that Lady to the Throne, after the Death 
of Edward the Sixth, he, with all his Sons, was attainted in the 
firſt Parliament of Queen Mary, and was beheaded ſoon after. 


His eldeſt ſurviving Son, Ambroſe, and Robert, a younger Son, 


were not long afterwards reſtored in Blood. "Thoſe two Bro- 


thers became the greateſt Minions of Fortune in the ſucceeding 


Reign, both of them being in high Favour with Queen Eliza- 
beth, eſpecially Robert, afterwards Earl of Leice/ter, who was the 


Queen's diſtinguiſhed Favourite. Ambroſe the Eldeſt, however, 


attained firſt to Honours. He was on Chriſtmas-day, 1557, (4 
Eli.) made Lord Viſcount Life, and two Days after, by a new 
Creation, was advanced to the Dignity of Earl of Warwick ; 
and thereupon obtained a Grant of Warwick Caſtle, Wedgencck 
Park, the Manor of J/arwick, with divers other Lordſhips in 


that County, which came to the Crown by the Attainder of 
his Father. He died in the 32d of Queen Elizabeth, 1589, 
leaving no Children. By his Death the Title became again ex- 


tin, and the Lordſhips and Lands he had obtained by Grant, 
Part of the great Inheritance of the old Earls of Warwick, re- 
verted to the Crown. 5 e 

The Title was once again revived. King James, in the Vear 
1618, raiſed Robert Lord Rich to the Dignity of Earl of Har- 
wick, with whoſe Poſterity it ſtill remains, and of whoſe Fa- 


mily I have given an Account in its proper Place. As that 


Nobleman was not deſcended from the old Femily of Martuict, 
his Advancement to the Dignity was not attended, as in the 


two preceding Creations, with a Grant of any Portion of the 


Inheritance of the old Earls. Part of that Inheritance was al- 
ready out of the Power of the Crown. Queen Elizabeth had, 
in the Year 1601, granted the large and ancient Park of Wedge- 
neck to Sir Fulke Grevite afterwards Lord Bronte; and to him, 

likewiſe, King James, in the Year 1605, had given the. Caſtle 
of I/arwick, the Family Seat of thoſe old Earls, with the Gar- 
dens and other Dependencies about it. The Manor of JFarwict, 
with the other Lordſhips and Lands that compoſed that rich In- 
heritance, remained in the Crown, till, according to the Ne- 
ceſſity or Favour of the Times, they were ſold or granted out 
to ſundry Families. Having thus, for the Satisfaction of the 
curious Reader, given as full a Hiſtory of the great and an- 
cient Earldom of J/arwick, as the Bounds of a Digreſfion ad- 
mit of, we now return to ſhew in what Manner this Sir Fut 
Grevile, Lord Brooke, and the Lords his Succeſſors, are deſcends 

ed from that illuſtrious Family. | Lge. 
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Of the ſeveral Families which ſprung from that of Warwick, 
all of which are either now extin&t, or by Heireſſes have 
transferred their Eſtates and Honours into other Families, few 
have been more conſiderable, and none came farther down in 


a Defcent of Males than that of Alce/ter and Powyke; from an 


Heirefs of which, this Sir Fulke, Lord Brooke, was lineally de- 


ſcended. * Walter de Beauchamp, the Founder of that Family, 
was Brother to William, the firſt Earl of Warwick of the Beau- 


champ Line, being the ſecond Son of William de Beauchamp. of 


 Elmely, by Jſabel, in her own Right, Counteſs of Warwick. 
This Malter purchaſed the Moiety of the Manor of Alcefter, 
in the County of J/arwick, and had one of his principal Seats, 


Beauchamp-Court, near that Town, having another at Powyke in 
Worceſterſhire. In 53 Hen. III. he was ſigned with the Croſs for 
a Pilgrimage into the Holy Land, and had a Legacy of two Hun- 
dred Marks bequeathed to him by his Father, for the better Per- 


formance of that Voyage. He was Steward of the Houſehold 
to Edward the Firſt, and attended that King to Flanders, and 


into Scotland, and was with him at the Battle of Falkirk. In 


the 29th of the ſame King, he was one of thoſe Lords in the 


Parliament at Lincoln, who then ſignified to the Pope, under 
their Seals, the Superiority of King Edward over the Realm of 
Scotland, being there ſtiled, Dominus de Alce/ter, He died in the

I 0 him ſucceeded Malter, his eldeſt Son. In the Year after 
his Father's Death (32 Edw. J.) he went in the Expedition that 


was then made into Scotland; as he did at ſeveral other Times, 


In the 


Year 1317, upon the Death of Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of 
Warwick, his Kinſman, he had the Cuſtody of all the Lands 


belonging to JY/arwick-Caftle, together with that Caſtle, during 
the Minority of his Heir.

Iſſue, and was ſucceeded by his Brother William. This Willam 


was likewiſe a Military Man, and had attended King Edward 
the Firſt in ſeveral of his Expeditions into Flanders and Scot- 
land. In 10 Edi. II. he had the Sheriffsbip of Worcgſterſpire 
granted to him, during the Minority of the Heir of his Kinſ- 
man, Guy Earl of Warwick. In 14 Edw. II. he was made Go- 


vernor of St. Briavel's Caſtle, in the County of Gloucefter, and 


of the Foreſt of Dean; and in the Year following was conſti- 


tuted one of the King's Commiſſioners for the ſafe Cuſtody of | 


the City of Morceſter. He died without Iſſue, and to him 
ſucceeded his Brother Giles, who, in the 14th of Edw. III. ob-

But to return to the abovementioned John de Beauchamp, of 
Alceſter, the Son of Giles. He had two Sons, Sir William, 


who ſucceeded to him, and Sir Halter, by whom another noble 
Family branched out from that of Alce/ter ', viz. the Beau- 


champs, Lords St. Amand: For William, the Son of this Sir 
Walter, having married Elizabeth, the Eldeſt of the Daughters 
and Coheirs of Gerrard de Baybrooke, Couſin and Heir to A.

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This Sir John purchaſed from Thomas de Botreaux the other

one of the Commiſſioners for the Guardianſhip of all his Caſtles 
and Lands, during the Minority of Henry, his Son and Heir, 
And in 25 Hen. VI. in Conſideration of the good and accepta- 


ble Service performed by him to that King, and to Henry the 
Fifth, his Father, he was by Patent advanced to the Title and 
Dignity of Lord Beauchamp, Baron of Powyke; and had an 


Annuity of ſixty Pounds out of the Fee-Farm of the City of 
Glouceſter, granted to him, and his Heirs, for the better Support 
of that Honour.

1478, leav- 


ing Sir Richard Beauchamp, Knt. then forty Years of Age, his

This Richard, Lord Beauchamp, wedded Elizabeth, the Daugh- 


ter of Sir Humphrey Stafford, Knt. in the private Chapel of 


this Manor Houſe of Beauchamp's Court, by Virtue of a ſpecial 
Licence from the Biſhop of /Yorcefler.

Elizabeth, Anne, and Margaret, his Heirs. Elizabeth, the 
eldeſt Daughter, was married to Robert Willoughby, Lord Brooke ; 
Anne, to I/illiam Ligon, in the County of Worceſter, Eſq; and 
Margaret, to Richard Read, in the County of Glouceſter, Eſq; 


Which Elizabeth had the Manor of Alceſter, in Reverſion after 
her Father's Death, ſettled upon her at her Marriage; her two 
Siſters having afterwards, for their Proviſion, Powy#e, and other 


Lands, in the County of Worceſter. 

Robert Willoughby, Lord Brooke, was Son to Sir Robert 
Milloughly; which Sir Robert Millaughby, (being Son and Heir 
to John Willoughby, a younger Son of the Family of £Ere/by, 
by Anne his Wife, one of the Daughters and Coheirs of Sir 
Edmund Cheney of Brooke, in the County of Milts) in Conſidera- 
tion of his ſingular Services and Fidelity to Henry the Se- 
venth, was, in the ſeventh Year of the Reign of that King, 
raiſed by Writ of Summons to the Dignity of a Baron of this 
Realm, by the Title of Lord Brocke ; the Title being taken 
from the Place of his Reſidence, Brooke (near Meſibury) in 
Wiltſhire, ſo called from the Rivulet that runs there. This Ro- 


bert Willoughby, the ſecond Lord Brooke, having married the

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ſaid Elizabeth, had Iſſue by her only one Son, Edward. Ed- 
ward married Elizabeth, Daughter to Richard Nevil, Lord La- 
timer; which Richard was lineally deſcended of George Lord 
Latimer, (third Son to Ralph, the firſt Earl of Weſtmorland, 
by Joan, Daughter to John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter) and 


of Elizabeth, Wife of the ſaid George, Daughter to Richard de 


Beauchamp, Earl of JYVarwick, This Edward having Iſſue by 
his Wife, the ſaid Elizabeth, died, during the Life-time of his 
Father, leaving three Daughters, Elizabeth, Anne, and Blanche, 
his Heirs. Robert Lord Brooke, the Father of Edward, after 
the Death of the Lord Peauchamp's Daughter, married Dorothy, 
Daughter of Thomas Grey, Marquis of Dorſet, by whom he 


| had Iflue two Sons, Henry and William, who both died of the 
_ Sweating Sickneſs when young; and two Daughters, viz. Eliza- 


beth, married to John Pawlet, Marquis of Wincheſter, and Anne, 


married to Charles Blount, Son and Heir to William Lord 


Mhuntjoy : The ſaid two Noblemen, in Right of their Wives, 
after the Death of the Lord Brooke, obtained o, by Order 
of King Henry the Eighth in Council, (which was after- 
wards confirmed by Act of Parliament) Part of the Lands of 
this rich Family: But the Inheritance paſſed by Edward, his 
only Son, to his three Grandaughters ; and he, the ſaid Lord 
Brooke, died in the 2 ot King Henry VIII. 1521, leaving them, 
the ſaid Elizabeth, Anne, and Blanche, his Heirs. 

But of thoſe three Ladies, Anne dying unmarried, and Blanche, 


who was married to Sir Frances Dautrey, Knt. dying likewiſe 
without Iſſue, Elizabeth, the Eldeſt, was left, at Length, ſole 


Heir to the laſt Lord Brooke, her Grandfather ; as alſo to her 
Grandmother, Elizabeth, the Eldeſt of the Daughters and Co- 
heirs of the laſt Lord HFeauchamp of Powyke ; and thus, in her 
own Perſon, united the illuſtrious Succeſſion of thoſe two noble 
Taming: | . 1 

As the ſole Heir of her Grandmother, ſhe came to be ſeized 
in Fee of the whole Manor of Alce/ter, in Conſequence of which, 
Letters Patent of Exemplification (in the Poſſeſſion of Francis, 
the preſent Lord Brooke) were granted, 3 Eliz. to her, then a 
Widow, confirming all the Grants of Fairs, Markets, &c. that 
had been made in the Time of her Anceſtors, in Behalf of the 


Manor of Alce/ter. And as the ſole Heir of her Grandfather, it 


appears, by an Inquiſition taken after her Death, (dated 6 El:z. 
in the Polleon of the ſaid Francis Earl Brooke) that ſhe died 
ſeized in Fee, not only of the Manor of Alce/ter, but of ſundry 
other Manors and Lands, in the Counties of Warwick, Mor- 
ceſter, Gloucefler, Leiceſter, Lincoln, Somerſet, and divers other 
Counties; the whole amounting to ſo great a Value, that ſhe 


might well have been eſteemed one of the richeſt Heireſſes of 


» MSS. præd. 
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her Time, as well as one of the beſt deſcended. Having thus 
deduced in full the Deſcent of this great Lady, an Attention 


which the Importance of the Subject juſtly merited, we now 


return to the Grevile Family, into which ſhe brought all her 
Eſtates and Honours. 7 

Upon the Death of Robert Willoughby, the laſt Lord Brooke, 
her Grandfather, the Wardſhip of this young Lady was ob- 
tained (as we ſaid before) by Sir Edward Grevile of Milcote, in 


the County of Warwick, Knt. Sir Edward intended her for 


younger Son, was married to him. 7 
We have the following Account of this Marriage, in a Ma- 


nuſcript, entitled, The Genealogie, Life and Death of Robert 


Lord Brooke, (wrote in the Year 1644, and at preſent in Poſ- 


ſeſſion of Francis Earl Brooke) * In the Days of King Henry 


© the Eight, (ſays the Author of that Manuſcript) I read of Sir 


«© Edward Grevill of Milcote, who had the Wardſhip of Eliza- 


| © beth, one of the Daughters of the Lord Brooke's Son. This 
Knight made a Motion to his Ward, to be married to Fobn | 
© his eldeft Son; but ſhe refuſed, ſaying, that ſhe did like better 


© of Foulke his ſecond Son. He told her, that he had no 
© Eftate of Land to maintaine her, and that he was in the 


© King's Service of Warre beyond the Seas, and therefore his 
© Returne was very doubtfull. Shee replyed, and ſaid, that ſhee

< that ſhee would pray for his Safetie, and waite for his com- 


ing. Upon his Returne home, for the worthy Service he had 


© performed, he was by King Henry honoured with Knighthood ;

By this Marriage the Manor of Alceſter, and many other fair 
| Lordſhips and Lands came to Sir Fulle in Right of his Wife; 


who ſeating himſelf at Beauchamp's Court, and augmenting this 
large Eftate, by the Purchaſe of ſundry Lands in the Neigh- 
bourhood, raiſed his Family to high Diſtinction in the County 


of Warwick, In 34 Hen. VIII. he was Sheriff of the Counties 


of Yarwick and Leicefter, as alſo in 1 Edw. VI. and was Knight 
of the Shire for the County of Warwick, in three ſeveral Par- 


liaments. That he was an affectionate Huſband, and tender 


Parent ; that he had encountered great Difficulties, in ſecuring 
the Inheritance of his Lady, (the Daughters of the late Lord 


Brooke claiming as Coheirs) and that he was remarkably accu- 


rate in his Accounts, and adhered ſtrictly to Juſtice in all his 


Tranſactions, appears by the whole Tenor of his laſt Will, bear- 
ing Date the 12th of Sept. 1 Eliz. in which, towards the End, 


he thus expreſſes himſelf : And my eſpecial Requeſts to my

John, his eldeſt Son; but ſhe preferring in Affection Fulle, his 
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© -Executors for the Love I have born them, and for the Travel

© them, and on God's behalf charge them, that my Debts be 
© Paied, if I die before the Accompliſhments thereof.“ His Exe- 
cutors were his Lady, and his eldeſt Son Fulle Grevile, He 
died in the firſt Year of Queen Elizabeth, and Elizabeth his 
Wife in the Third, and both were buried in the Church at 
Alceſter ; where an Altar Monument is erected to their Memory, 
upon which the Effigies of himſelf and his Lady are laid, with 
the Portraitures of his Children on the Sides, and this Inſcription 
round the Verge. = 


Here lieth the Body of Foulte Greoyll, Knight, and Lady 
Elizabeth his Wife, the Daughter and Heir of Edward Willoughby, 


Eſquire, the Sone and Heire of Robert Willoughby, Knyght, Lord 


of Broke and Lady Elizabeth, one of the Daughters, and Co- 


beires of the Lord Beauchamp of Powy#, which Foulke died the 


Xth Day of November, Anno Domini MULIX, and the faid 


5 Lady Elizabeth his Wife, departed IXth Day of... . in 
the Year of our Lord MULX, of whoſe Soules God have Mercy.

= They left three Sons, and four Daughters. The Sons were 


Foulke the eldeſt; Robert Grevile of Thorp Latymer, in the 
County of Lincoln the ſecond, Anceſtor to Francis the preſent 
Earl Brooke; and Edward, afterwards Sir Edward Grevile of 
Harrold Park, in the Pariſh of //altham Abby in the County of 


 Effex, the youngeſt ; whoſe Line terminated in two Daughters 


Coheirs. The Daughters of the aforeſaid Fulke Grevile, were 
Mary, married to I/ill;am Harris in the County of Devon, Eſq; 


Fleanor, to Sir John Combay of Arrow and Ragley, in the County 


of Harwicł, Knight; Catharine, to Giles Read in the County 
of Glouceſter, Eſquire ; and Blanche, who died unmarried. 

Fulle Grevile the eldeſt Son, upon the Death of his Mother, 
ſucceeded to this great Inheritance; and was knighted in 7 El:- 
zabeth, being then 39 Years of Age. He was (according to the 
Character Cambden gives of him) a Perſon no lefs eſteemed 
for the Sweetneſs of his Temper, than the Dignity of his 


Station.“ We have the following Account of him, in the Ma- 
nuſcript abovementioned, Page 6. © He was a Gentleman full 
_ © of Afﬀabilitie and Courteſie, and much given to Hoſpitalitie, 


© which got the Love of the whole Countrie. For in his Time 
no Man did beare a greater Sway in the Countie of J/arwicte 
than himſelfe. He was evermore attended with a brave Com- 
panie of Gentlemen, Upon the News of the Death of Queen

©. todoe.” He was Cuſtos Rotulorum of the County of Warwick ; and 
one of the Knights of the Shire in 28 Elizabeth, and in four other 


Parliaments. He married Anne, Daughter to Ralph Nevil Earl of 


Meſimerland, and died in the Year 1606, (4 James) leaving by 
her, Fulle, his Son and Heir; and one Daughter, Margaret, 
married to Sir Richard Verney of Compton Mordak, in the County 
of 1 Knight, Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Willougbby 
of Brooke. ; | 


This Fulle, afterwards Sir Fulke, having been brought to 


Court when very young, by his Uncle, Robert Grevile, who was 
at that Time a Servant to Queen Elizabeth ; had ſoon the Ho- 


nour to be admitted into the Service of that Princefs, in a Sta- 
tion ſuitable to his Age and Birth. So early an Introduction into 
one of the moſt polite and learned Courts then in Europe, gave 
him an Opportunity of improving his Taſte and Genius, which 


were by Nature good; and of cultivating betimes a Friendſhip 
with thoſe, who either were, or who afterwards became Eminent 


in Life : But of all the young Men of Quality, who then made 


a Figure at Court, his Kinſman, the celebrated: Sir Philip Sidney, 
was his Darling. From his earlieſt Youth he lived the Companion 
and Friend of that great Man; and when he died. wrote his. 
Life. | „ ; _— 


The Paſſion that chiefly prevailed among the Youth of Spirit: 


at that time, was to go to Foreign Courts in the Tram of Am- 


baſſadors; to aſſiſt at Sieges or Battles under the Conduct of. 
famous Generals; or to ſail to the Eaſt or Meſt-Indies, in. 


Hopes of making Diſcoveries of new Countries, or Conquelſts: 


upon the Spaniards, On the other Hand, Queen Elizabeth con- 


ſtantly diſcouraged thoſe irregular Sallies of Ambition; as the 
knew that if they were indulged, beyond what the Service of 
the Publick required, the Kingdom might be thereby deprived 
of the braveſt Subjects, and ſhe of her moſt valuable Servants. 
Sir Fulke, whoſe Ambition to acquire Honour or Improvement 
in Foreign Countries, was equal to that of any of his Age and 
Rank, not being able to obtain Leave from his Royal Miſtreſs to 
g0 Abroad fo often as he deſired, was bold enough to make 
ſevera] Attempts to go without her Leave. But on all thoſe 
Occaſions, he was either recalled before he got out of Exgland, 


or on his Return, was received in ſuch a Manner, as was moſt 
proper to mortity him; being ſometimes made to live in her 


Court (as l.e himſelf ſays) a Speftacle of Disfavour, 100 long as he 
conceivid, I ſhall give an Inſtance of one of thoſe Expeditions, 


in his own Words, taken from the fourteenth Chapter of his

martial Expeditions. So that without acquainting any Creature, 


the Earl of Eſſex excepted, I ſhip'd myſelf over, and at my 
Retarn, was kept from her Preſence full fix Months, and 
then received after a ſtrange Manner. For this abſolute Prince, 
to ſever ill Example from Grace; avers my going over to be 
a ſecret Employment of her's. Protecting me to the World 
with the Honour of her Employment, rather than ſhe would, 
for Example's ſake, be forced either to puniſh me farther, or too 
© eaſily forgive a Contempt, or Neglect, in a Servant ſo near 
© about her, as ſhe was pleaſed to conceive it. 158 
Me have ſtill a ſtronger Inſtance of the noble Ambition, which 
prevailed among the Youth of thoſe Days, (which ſeems to 
have ſucceeded: to the ancient Ardor of Chivalry) in a remarka- 
ble Paſſage, (Chap. 7.) of Sir Philip Sidney's Life by Sir Fulle. 
Sir Philip in the midſt of a Court that eſteemed, loved, and 
almoſt adored him; and where he was honoured with the Fa- 
vour and Confidence of his Royal Miſtreſs, languiſhed after the 
Glory of a mighty foreign Expedition. He framed with himſelf 
a Scheme of attacking the Spaniards in America z of ſubverting 
their Government there; and of laying the Foundation of an 
Engliſb Settlement in its Place, upon ſuch a Plan, as that it 
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might become a durable Eſtabliſhment, and by Degrees increaſe, 


till it extended its Power from Ocean to Ocean. But knowing 
that the. Queen and her Council would never conſent, that he 
ſhould go upon an Employment of ſo hazardous a Nature, 
and fo far from England, he ſecretly concerted the Execution of 
the Scheme with Sir Francis Drake, It was agreed between 
them, that Sir Francis ſhould have the Name and Reputation of 
the Project while in England; but that when they ſet fail, the 
Command ſhould be divided betwixt them; and in the mean 
while, Sir Philip was to ſupport and quicken the Expedition 
with all his Credit at Court, In Conſequence of this, Sir Francis 
ſoon had a Squadron aſſigned him: All Diſpatch was uſed, and 
no publick Expence ſpared in the Equipment. Sir Philip em- 
barked a great Part of his own Fortune in the Adventure ; but 
carefully kept his Deſign of going himſelf on Board a Secret 
from all his Relations and Friends, excepting Sir Fulte, whom 
(to uſe Sir Fulke's own Words) having been bred up with him 
From his Youth, he choſe to be his loving and beloved Achates in this 
Voyage. When the Fleet was ready, the two Adventurers made 
uſe of ſome ſpecious Pretence to leave the Court, and go to 
Plymouth, where the Fleet then was; and where they were to 
wait for a favourable Wind, In the mean while Sir Francis 
Drake's Reſolution failed ; he durſt not riſk the Queen's Diſ- 
Pleaſure; but delayed his Departure from tune to time on va- 
5 rious 
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rious Pretences, till at laſt the Deſign of Sir Philip. and Sir Fulle 


was known at Court : The Queen immediately diſpatched: Meſ- 


ſengers to Plymouth to ſtop them; or if they refuſed to obey, 
to flop the Fleet. Sir Philip had the Courage to withſtand this 
firſt Meſſage; (the letters having been intercepted and conveyed 
ſecretly into his own Hands :) but a ſecond came by a Peer of 


the Realm, with an Offer to Sir Philip, on the one Hand, of an 
Employment under his Uncle the Earl of Leiceſter, then going 


General into the Low Countries; and on the other Hand, de- 
nouncing the ſevereſt Diſpleaſure in caſe of Diſobedience. Upon 
this, our diſappointed Adventurers returned to Court, and left 


Sir Francis to purſue his Voyage, from which he returned rather 
with Wealth than Honour, | . E 


Alter thoſe fruitleſs Attempts to follow his own Deſires, the | 


Fire of Youth beginning now to abate, Sir Fulte came to be 


_ ſenſible, (as he ſays himſelf) that it was Fee for the Plant 


to grow where the Sovereign's Hand had planted it: He therefore 
contracted his Thoughts; and bound his Proſpect within the ſafe 
Limits of Duty, and in ſuch Home Services as were acceptable to 
his Sovereign. | | | | 


From that time his Genius led him, at his leiſure Hours, to 
the Amuſement of Writing, particularly in the Poetical way. 
In this he followed the Example of his Friend Sir Philip Sidney; 
and tho' it muſt be owned that the Language in that Reign, was 
neither pure enough, nor ſufficiently poliſhed to admit of the 
_ Eaſe and Elegance of the beſt Poetry; yet the Writings of both 
| thoſe Authors abound with noble Sentiments, and diſcover at 


once Genius and good Senſe, They were not fatisfied with the 
bare Amuſement of writing ; they were both of them great Pa- 


trons of Learning and Arts, Sir Fulle never ceaſed ſolliciting 

Queen Elizabeth, till ſhe made the Learned Cambden, Clarenceux 

King at Arms; in Gratitude for which, Cambden left him in his 
_ laſt Will a piece of Plate; and in his Britannia“ talking of the 
Father of Sir Fulke, he adds, © whoſe only Son of the ſame 


© Name, doth ſo entirely devote himſelf to the Study of real 
* Virtue and Honour, that the Nobleneſs of his Mind far ex- 
© ceeds that of his Birth; for whoſe extraordinary Favours, tho? 
* I muſt deſpair of making ſuitable Returns, yet, whether ſpeak- 
ing or ſilent, I muſt ever preſerve a gratefull Remembrance of 


them.“ Likewiſe, Speed in his * Theatre of Great-Britain, 
ſpeaking of Warwick Caſtle, expreſſes himſelf thus, The right

thus to expreſs the Inclination of my Mind; himſelf being the

The Author of the Manuſcript before mentioned (Page 12.) 
ſays; He was many times elected Knight of the Shire, with 
© that thrice worthy and honoured Knight, Sir Thomas Lucy, 
© A better Choyſe the Countie could not make ; for they were 
© learned, wiſe and honeſt.” : 3 
He continued in the Service of Queen Elizabeth, in ſome 
honourable Station or other, during the Life of that Princeſs: 


Among other Employments, “ he had the Office of the Si 


net 
at the Council in the Marches of Wales, which brought bim 


in yearly above two Thouſand Pounds; and at the Queen's 


Death, he was Treaſurer of the Navy, having held that Place 


for ſome Vears before. Nor were his Services unattended with 
the Favour and Liberality of his Sovereign; for beſides what he 


was able to do for his Friends, (of whom he was never unmindful) 


having bought up from private Hands, ſome ſmall Claims upon 
Medgenocſ, he obtained from the Queen (44 Eliz.) a Grant of 
that ancient and ſpacious Park, for himſelf, his Heirs and Aſ- 


ſigns, in as large and ample Manner, as John Duke of Northum- 


berland, or Ambroſe Earl of Warwick had held it. At the Co- 


ronation of King James, he was made Knight of the Bath; 


and ſoon after was called from being Treaſurer of the Navy, to 
be Chancellor of the Exchequer ; and was admitted into his 
Majeſty's Privy Council, In the ſecond of that King's Reign, 
he obtained a . of Warwick Caſtle, with the Gardens and 
other Dependencies about it. He then found it in a ruinous 


Condition; the Towers and other ſtrong Places of it being uſed 


for the common Goal of the County. But at an Expence of 
about twenty Thouſand Pounds, he repaired and adorned it for 


the Seat of his Family. Moreover he made a Purchaſe of the 


Temple Grounds adjoining, and beautified them with large and 


ſtately Plantations ; with an Intention, as it would ſeem, to put 
in Execution the Deſign, which George Duke of Clarence for- 


merly had, of making a Park of them under his Windows, 
Upon the whole, he ſo repaired this Great and Venerable, but 
ruinous Caſtle, as to render it (as Dugdale ſays) * not only a 


Place of great Strength, but extraordinary Delight; with moſt 


pleaſant Gardens, Walks, and Thickets ; ſuch as this part of Eng- 
land can hardly parallel; jo that now it is the moſt princely Seat 


that is within the Midland Parts of this Realm. Beſides the Ho- 


nour of this Grant, he had the Benefit of ſeveral others from 
the Crown in this Reign; one of which was a free Grant of the 
Manor and Lands of Knowle, in the County of Warwick. 
It appears from what, has been ſaid above, that he had in his 
own Perſon, the hereditary Right of a Peerage ; being by his 
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Grandmother, Heir at Law to Nobert Willoughby Lord Brooke; 
who had been called up by Writ of Summons to the Houſe of 


Lords. But it was probably not at that time a Point clear in 


Law, that after an Honour had been for ſome time in Abeyance 


in the Female Line, it could afterwards be claimed by the Heir at 


Law ; as'indeed the Queſtion was, but for the firſt time, and in this 
very Caſe, decided in the Houſe of Lords (8 Will. TIT.) on the Peti- 


tion of Richard Verney, Eſq; of Compton Mordak ; whoſe Claim to 
the Peerage of . Brooke was then admitted; he being 


Grandſon and Heir to Margaret abovementioned, who was only 


Siſter and Heir at Law to this Sir Fulle Grevile. But however that 


Point of Law might then have been thought of; Sir Fulke accepted 
of Letters Patent, bearing Date, Fan. 19, 18 Jac. by which he 


was advanced to the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the 
Title of Lord Brooke, Baron Brooke of Beauchamp's Court in 


the County of Warwick ; with Limitations of that Honour, in 
default of Heirs Male of his own Body, to his Kinſman Robert 
Grevile, Son to Fulke Grevile of Thorp Latimer in the Count) 


of Lincoln, Eſquire. The Reaſons aſſigned in the Patent for his 
Creation, were his faithful Services to Queen Elizabeth and the 


then preſent King; and that he was of noble Extraction; being 
deſcended of the Blood of the Nevzls, the MWillougbby's, and the 
Beauchamps. On his being created a Peer, he reſigned his Em- 
ployment of Chancellor of the Exchequer, and was made one of 


the Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bedchamber. He never married; 
but being deſirous to maintain his Family in the Rank to which 
he had greatly contributed to raiſe it, He freed from Intail all 


the Eſtates he had inherited from his Anceſtors; and adding to 
thoſe, ſuch as he had acquired by Grant from the Crown, or 


by Purchaſe; he ſettled the whole, by his laſt Will and Teſta-

This Will was executed the 18th of February, 1627, and 
was then witneſſed by ſeveral Gentlemen, at that time in his 
Service; among whom was one Haywood, who had been long 


his Servant. Some Months afterwards, a Codicil was added, 


granting Annuities to thoſe Gentlemen by Name; omitting 


however this Haywood, whom he probably did not think intitled 


to his Liberality. Haywood reſented this Neglect to ſuch a De- 


gree, that a few Days afterwards, being alone with his Lord in 


his Bedchamber, in Brooke Houſe in Holbourn, he entered into 


a warm and inſolent Expoſtulation with him; and in his Fury 


ſtabbed him in the Back. The Villian made his Eſcape into 
another Room, which he locked, and before it could be broke 


open, for him to be ſeized, he murdered himſelf, Lord Brooke 
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languiſhed a few Days with his Wound; but before he died, he 
ordered another ſhort Codicil to be added to his Will; in which 
he left handſom Legacies to the Surgeons, and others who at- 


tended him on this Occaſion. He died the goth of September, 
1628, in the 75th Year of his Age. He was buried with great 
Solemnity S William Segar, Knight, Garter; Sir Henry St. 

night, Richmond Herald; and Henry Chitting, Eſquire, 
Cheſter Herald, directing the F. uneral. His Body was laid in 
his own Vault, in the great Church at Varwict, under a Mo-

Upon the Death of Fulke Lord Broke, the 41 inch 


of the Family, in the Male Line, ended ; and, as we obſerved 


before, Margaret, his Siſter, carried the em of the Female 


Line into the Family of Verney. But Robert, of the ſecond 


Branch of the Family, who ſucceeded him in his Fortune and 


Title, ſucceeded him likewiſe in the Honour, of being next in 


Male Deſcent from the firſt Sir Fulke, and Elizabeth his Wife, 
who, as we have ſhewn above, was not only Heireſs of the Fa- 
mily of Willoughly of Brooke, but was twice deſcended of the 
old Earls of J/arwick : For this Robert, now Lord Brooke, and 
Dorothy his Siſter, (married to Sir Arthur Haſlerigg of Neſely, 
in the County of Leice/ter) were the only Iſſue of Fulke Gre- 
vile, Eſq; the eldeſt Son of Robert Grevile, of Thorp Latymer, 


in the County of Lincoln, Eſq; who was ſecond Son to the ſaid 


Sir Fulke Grevile, and Elizabeth his Wife. 
This * Robert, while but an Infant of four Years, was in a 


Manner adopted as a Son by his Coufin, the Lord Brooke, who 
from that Time provided for his Education and Breeding, ſo as 


to render him worthy of that Eſtate and Dignity he intended to 
confer upon him. He returned from his Travels beyond Seas 


about the Age of Twenty, and in the ſame Year was elected 
to ſerve for the Borough of Warwick, in the Parliament which 


was then called, but ſoon after unhappily diflolved. He ſucceed- 
ed his Couſin, Fulle Lord Brooke, at the Age of Twenty-one, 


and ſoon after married Lady Catharine Ruſſel, eldeſt Daughter 
to Francis Earl of Bedford. | 


The Principles of Government he had imbibed in his 
Education, which were probably improved from his intimate 
Connection with the Bedford Family, made him diſapprove 


of the Meaſures which were carried on by the Court, in the 


——_ 
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Beginning of the Reign of King Charles the Firſt. So deeply 
was he affected with the Grievances complained of at that 


Time, and ſo diſcouraged at the gloomy Proſpect that over- 


ſpread the Nation, that he entered into a Deſign with the 


Lord Viſcount Say and Seal, to leave England, and ſettle in a 


Corner of the World, remote from the Oppreſſion of a Court. 


2 Thoſe two Noblemen procured from Robert Rich, Earl of 


Warwick, an Aſſignment of Part of a large Tra& of Land in 
Nortb- America, (now Part of New-England) which he had ob- 
tained a Grant of from the Crown; and in the Year 1635, ſent 


over George Fenwick, Eſq; to begin a Settlement in that Coun- 


try, and prepare a Place of Retreat for them and their Friends ; 
in Conſequence of which a Town was there built, which thence 


bears the Name of Saybrook. But when afterwards a Spirit roſe 


in England, in Oppoſition to the Arbitrary Meaſures of that 


bad Adminiftration, and that there were Hopes of reforming the 

Abuſes of Government, he laid aſide the Thoughts of retiring 
from his own Country, and was one of the firſt who aſſumed 

the Boldneſs of aſſerting the Cauſe of Liberty, even in the Face 
of the Court. When the King, in his Expedition againſt the 
_ Scotch, had ſummoned the Nobility to meet him at York ; and 
it was thought fit, by the whole Body of the Council, that a 


ſhort Proteſtation ſhould be drawn, in which all Men ſhould 


_ © Profeſs their Loyalty and Obedience to his Majeſty, and diſ- 
© claim and renounce the having any Intelligence, or holding any 
© Correſpondence with the Rebels.“ Of the Engl; Nobility, 
the Lord Say, and the Lord Brooke, poſitively refuſed, in the 
King's own Preſence, to make any ſuch Proteſtation. They ſaid, 
If the King ſuſpected their Loyalty, he might proceed againſt 
them as he thought fit; but that it was againſt the Law to im- 


© poſe any Oaths or Proteſtations upon them, which were not 
© enjoined by Law, and, in that Reſpect, that they might not 
© betray the Common Liberty, they would not ſubmit to it.” 


From that Time Lord Brooke proceeded in the Meaſures of his 


Party, with Steadineſs and Reſolution ; and when afterwards the 


War broke out betwixt the King and the Parliament, and all 
the great Men in England ranged themſelves on one Side or 
the other, he adhered to that of the Parliament, and was in 


ſuch Eſteem with thoſe of that Party, that (as Lord Clarendon © 
ſays) They had ſcarce a more abſolute Confidence in any Man 
© than in him.“ And yet, from the univerſal Character he had 


of good Nature, Juſtice, and Love of his Country, there is 
Reaſon to believe, that had he lived to ſee to what a Heighth 
the Parliament afterwards carried Matters, he would have diſ- 


approved of their Conduct; and might have been inſtrumental 
in moderating the Violence of that Party, and in eſtabliſhing a 
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Peace, founded upon the Security of the Conſtitution and the 
Rights of the Crown. Lord Clarendon © ſeems indeed to have 
been of another Opinion. But it is certain that the Earl of 
Bedford, the Perſon with whom he lived in the ſtrongeſt Con- 
nexions, -not long after, openly diſapproved of the Violence of 


the Parliament 2 and came over from them to the King. 


To leave Conjectures about what might have been, and re- 


turn to what really did happen. He engaged in the Civil War 
on the Side of the Parliament; and ſuch was his Influence in 


Warwickſhire, that he carried along with him almoſt the whole 


County. He was of ſo much the more Conſequence to his 
Party, that by him they had the Caſtle of Warwick, which, 


by being ſituated in the Heart of England, and fortified by Na- 
ture, proved a moſt convenient Place of Arms, and one of the 

The © Lord Brooke having, in Conſequence of a Com- 
miſſion from the Parliament, in the Months of June and July, 
1642, arrayed the Militia of the Counties of Warwick and 
Stafford, repaired to London, to procure Artillery and Military 
Stores for his Caſtle; but before he went, he conſtituted 
Sir Edward Peito, of Cheſterton, Governor, and left with 


him one or two Pieces of ſmall Cannon, and what Muſkets 


and Ammunition he could ſpare. On his Return with a ſuit- 
able Train of Artillery, he was met by the Earl of Ner- 


thampton, at Edge-hill, with a conſiderable Body of Troops. 


The two Lords at firſt prepared for Action; but (ſays the Au- 
thor of the Manuſcript abovementioned) to prevent the Effu- 
fion of Blood, it was at laſt agreed between them, that Lord 


Brake ſhould return back to Banbury with his Ordnance, and 


that neither of them ſhould fetch it from thence, without giving 
the other three Days Notice. However that may be, Lord 
Northampton, on Lord Brocke's Return to London, came up to 
Banbury with a powerful Body of Horſe and Foot, ſurpriſed 
the Caſtle, and carried off the Cannon. He was no ſooner 
Maſter of this Artillery, than he marched to JYarwick ; and 
having ſummoned Sir Edward Peito to ſurrender the Caſtle, 
upon his Refuſal, proceeded to beſiege it. The Siege was begun 
Auguſt the 7th, and continued till the 23d of that Month: when 


the Lord Brooke coming from London with a Body of Horſe and 


Foot, was met by Part of the Earl of Northampton's Troops 
within five Miles of JYarwick, between Southam and Itchington, 
where a Skirmiſh enſued, in which Lord Brooke had the Ad- 
vantage. Upon this the Siege was raiſed : Lord Northampton 
retreated towards the North, and Lord Brooke entered the 
Caſtle, to the great Joy of Sir Edward Peite, and his ſmall Ga- 


riſon, who, though poorly provided with Ordnance and Military 
Stores, had defended the Place a full Fortnight. | 5; 
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The Lord Brooke remained at Warwick, or in the Neighbour- 


hood, till towards the End of September, when the Earl of Eſex, 


with the Parliament Army, arrived at that Town. Having 
Intelligence that the King's Army were then at Worceſter, the 
Earl, with Lord Brooke and the whole Army, advanced towards 
that Place: But that he might not be impeded in his March, 
he left the moſt of his heavy 8 and what Ammunition 
he had not immediately Occaſion for, at Wartuicl-Caſtle. The 


Earl of Eſſex, on his Approach to Worcęſter, finding that the 


King's Army filed off towards Shrewſbury, and thence to the 
Borders of Oxford and Warwickſhire, prepared to follow them. 


But as his heavy Carriages, from the Badneſs of the Roads, and 
the Backwardneſs of the People in that Country to furniſh. 


Horſes, could not be made to keep up with the Army, it was 
thought proper that the Lord Brooke ſhould go on to Warwick, 
and from thence ſend Supplies of Ammunition to meet the Ar- 


my on their March. He arrived at that Place the 22d of Octo- 
ber: The Day following he ſent from the Magazines of the Caſtle 


ſome Cart Loads of Ammunition for the Army, which the 


Night before had come up to Kineton, within two Miles of Eage- 


hill, where the King's Army then lay. Lord Brooke having thus 
diſpatched his Carriages, ſet out about one of the Clock, the 


ſame Day, to join the Army. But while he was on the Road 
the Engagement began; which he was ſoon informed of, by the 

Crowds who fled on the firſt Charge of the King's Horſe. He 
_ prevailed with many to return with him, and making what Haſte 
he could to join the Battle, arrived in Time to have ſome Share, 
perſonally, in the Succeſs of the Day, and in keeping the Field 
the Night following. His own Regiment had marched with 
the General f, and was one of thoſe that fought in the Right 


Wing, which entirely broke the Left of the King's Army. The 


next Day, in the Evening, the Earl of Efex, the reſt of the 


Nobility, and ſome others of Diſtinction in the Parliament Ar- 


my, came to Warwick ; the whole Army followed them the Day 
after, and went into Quarters of Refreſhment there, and in the 


Neighbourhood. The Prifoners of Note were conducted to the 
Caſtle ; the Chief of whom (ſays the Author of the Manuſcript 


| beforementioned, Page 48.) was the Earl of Lindſay, who be- 


ing ſhot near the Knee, died of his Wound as he entered the 
Caſtle, before he could be carried into his Chamber. 3 
Not long after the Battle, viz. January 7, 1642-3, the Lord 


| Brocke was appointed General, and Commander in Chief (under 


the Earl of Eſſex) of the aſſociated Counties of Warwick and 
Stafford, and the Parts adjacent, 5 In Conſequence of this 
Commiſſion, having cleared J/arwick/hire of all Oppoſition, he 


advanced into Stafford/bire; and hearing that Lord Chefterfield, 
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with about 300 Men under his Command, was in Poſſeſſion of 
Litchfield, reſolved in the firſt Place to diſlodge them. He theres 
fore took a Troop of Reformados, and 400 Foot, which he 
had from London; to which he added 100 out of Varwicl- 
Caftle, 200 out of Coventry, and about 300 of the moſt for- 


ward of the Country, who came and offered themſelves, a 
Troop of Horſe ſent him by Sir John Gell, and one Hundred 


Dragoons, in all, about 1200 ſtrong ; with thoſe, and one Demi- 


Culverin, and ſome ſmall Drakes, he advanced, and came be- 


fore the Town of Litchfield, on Wedneſday the Firſt of March. 
After ſome hot, but ſhort Service, he obliged Lord Che/terfield to 


leave the Town, and retire into the Cloſe (or Yard belongin 


to the Minſter) a Place, which by the Strength of the Walls, 
and its Situation, was much more defenſible. While his Soldiers 


were aſſaulting this Place, and particularly St, Chad's Church, 


thereto adjoining, Lord Broeke being withdrawn into a Houſe, 


to give Directions, as he was looking out of the Window for 


that Purpoſe, a Muſket Bullet ſtruck him in the right“ Eye, of 
which he immediately died. His Soldiers were ſo exaſperated 


at his Death, that Sir John Gell being ſent for, and ſupplying 


his Place, the Aſſault was renewed with more Fury than be» 
fore, the Cloſe was forced, and all within made Priſoners, 
Sir William Dugdale ', ſpeaking of this Lord Brooke, gives 
this Character of him: A Perſon he was, who for the Noble- 
© neſs of his Extraction, and many Perſonal Endowments, de- 
< ſerved a better Fate; at leaſt to have fallen in a better Cauſe ; 
* who (had he lived, it is believed by his Friends). would ſoon 


© have ſeen through the Pretences of that Faction.“ 8

After his Death, which happened in the 36th Year of bis 
Age, the Parliament, by an Ordinance, ſettled the Wardſhip 


of the young Lord Brooke, his Son, upon Catharine, Lady 


Brooke, his Widow. And a few Years after, the Commons, 
on a Meſſage from the Lords, voted 5000 J. for the Uſe 


of his Youngeſt, a Poſthumous Son. By this Lady he had

This Robert, Lord Brooke, was inſtrumental in the Reſtorati- 
on of King Charles the Second, and was ® one of the fix Lords 
ſent by the Houſe of Peers to Holland, with twelve of the Houſe 


of Commons, to preſent the humble Invitation and Supplication 


of the Parliament, That his Majeſty would be pleaſed to return, 
and take the Government of the Kingdom into his Hands. He was 


appointed Lord Lieutenant of the County of Stafford and City 
of Litchfield, 20 Auguſt, 1660. He was conſtituted Recorder 


of Warwick for Life, in a new Charter granted to that Corpora- 
tion; which Office his Predeceſſors, Fulle, the firſt Lord Brooke, 
Robert Lord Brooke, his Father, and the Earl of Bedford, his 
Uncle, (during the Minority of his Brother Francis) had held 
before him. He was likewiſe choſen High Steward of Stafford, 


and Stratford upon Avon. He contributed much to the Embel- 
liſhment of Warwick-Ca/tle, by fitting up the State Apartment 
there, at a conſiderable Expence, and in a Manner ſuited. to the 
Taſte of the Times in which he lived. He married Anne, 


Daughter, and at laſt ſole Heir, to John Doddington, Eſq; Son 


and Heir of Sir William Doddington of Bremer, in the County of 


Scuthampton; by whom he had ſix Sons, Fohn, Francis, Charles, 
Robert, William, and Fulke, who all died young; and two 
Daughters, Anne, married to William Earl of Ang fton, and 
Doddington, to Charles Earl, and afterwards Duke of Mancheſter.
